Process of Building is Illustration of 
Great Advance .Made in 
Construction 


The construction of the new fac­ 
tory building for (lie Reynolds W ire 
company is an education to the many 
Dixon people who visit the scene of 
operations, and illustrates more than 
anything that has been done in Dix­ 
on the wonderful value to which con­ 
crete as a building 
material 
has 
grown. 


The entire new building is to be 
constructed of reenforced concrete, 
and the manner ol reenforcing the 
lioors and walls, the mixing and hand 
ling of the concrete and many other 
details are an 
interesting 
study. 
That the building is to be as solid 
as Gibraltar is certainly apparent. 
W ith every w all and fioor of heavy 
concrete, braced and 
bouin» 
with 
heavy steel rods, and set on massive 
concrete cassions the solidity is not 
to be wondered at. 
The manner of handling the con­ 
crete is worth any time spent 
in 
walking to the factory site. A mon­ 
ster concrete mixer, operated by 
a 
steam engine, prepares the compound 
as quickly as three men can haul it. 
away in big steel carts. The gravel, 
sand and cement are dumped 
into 
the mixer from a'Tiigh platform and 
in a very few minutes it is ready for 
application. It is dumped into a hoist 
cart, which is elevated by a lifting 
engine, and at the top of the eleva­ 
tor it is automatically dumped into 
a chute and thence into the carts 
Floor Prepared. 
The wooden skeleton is prepared 
with heavy steel bars, some of them 
over an inch in diameter, laid cross­ 
ways and at all intersections those 
bars are wired together. The con­ 
crete is dumped over these bars and 
after being allowed to stand a few 
days, the whole is one compact thor­ 
oughly 
cemented mass of concrete 
and steel. The pillars and walls are 
really a continuation of the floor, 
and when completed 
the building 
w ill be one solid mass of ceipent. 
Steel Sashes tj> Re I seel. 
Mr. Reynolds stated to a Teh graph 
representative this morning that the 
entire north and east fronts of the 
now building are to he of steel sashes 
and glass, thus furnishing an abun­ 
dance of light. The offices, gymna­ 
sium and boths for the help are to 
be on the ground floor, and the big 
concrete vaults ar<> to 
he crecte 1 


there, too. 
Entrance to the offi eg w ill 
be 
from a vestibule at the southeast cor 
nor of the building. The offices will 
be along the east side of the floor, 
and the gym and baths to the re a r . 
The floor for the offices will be about 
seven inches thick, while in the parts 
of the building to be occupied 
by 
the machine rooms the floor will b< 
ton inches thick, capable of sustain­ 
ing a load of 500 pounds to a square 
foot. 
Mr. Reynolds plans to make his 
building the finest factory building 
in northern Illinois, and to this end 
he is giving the details of the work 


his personal attention.

It is 
stated on good authority that sev­ 
eral local men of means have taken 
the matter under consideration 
and

(he spring. The proposition was sug­ 
gested by the widely expressed dis­ 
satisfaction with the Sterling fair, 
and It is said that a fair here 
in 
opposition to the Sterling fair would 
have no trouble in securing the 
at­ 
tendance. 


Even the Sterling people make no 
secret of denouncing the fair there 
this year The exhibits in floral hall 
.are said to have been very ordinary, 
| and the races were far from* being 
interesting. The fair association has 
been freely criticised for the lack of 
attraction, and patrons who have at 
fended yearly say i( was the poorest 
fair that has ever been given on the 
Sterling grounds. 


It is argued here that Dixon for­ 
merly had one of the beat fairs 
In 
northern Illinois and there are tn-y.;. 
who believe it would not require a 
great deal of work to awaken an in­ 
terest 
that would re-establish that 
reputation. There are several exccl- 
lnet locations for a fair grounds in 
this vicinity and undoubtedly 
the 
matter will be agitated during 
th< 
coining winter.

western force deserves the credit hut 
the arrests are directly traceable to 
the good ear of Officer Blount 
and 
his ability to jump at conclusions. 
The thieves had been working the 
merchandise trains between Chicago 
and D eKalb for two weeks The thefts 
were bold and numerous. It seems 
the plan of the crooks was to board 
the train in Chicago, loot the cars as 
they sped west and throw the plun­ 
der off near DeKalb. From thi« city 
it would be shipped by express 
to 
Chicago, 
Monday about midnight Detective 
McCarthy was riding one of the mer 
chandise freights when he ran onto 
the gang in active operation. There 
was a thrilling pursuit by the offi­ 
cer of the thieves up the east yard« 
and shots were th'f’d before the men 
ran up a steep bank and disappeared 
In the darkness. At that time he went 
down town, got Officer« Bailey and 
Blount and searched the country east 
of here as best he could 
but there 
was no trace of the fugitives except 
several bundles of merchandise 
re­ 
covered. 
W h ile the ofti ers were 
In town 
that night a breathless man came in 
a restaurant looking for a drink 
of 
water but the special operative would 
not allow his arrest then a- lie want

So 
that work was left to the board’s em­ 
ployes, who cherished the old trad­ 
itions. It was no «inn of a cent I - 
man with them to he too nasty-nice

From the first, Seavey was mu­ 
lish and «ingularly thick-headed.

Seavey never belt a drum. He rals 
ed his voice within the Board of Ex­ 
aminers in protest whenever a ques­ 
tionable deal came up, and Kept his 
mouth shut outside of the hoard meet 
ings_ 


Once every two years Seavey broke 
this rule. When a new legislature 
met h<- would c-eek out a man 
who 
looked independent and lay before 
him his scheme for doing state busi­ 
ness in a businesslike way. 
He talked it to Gov. Pardee, and 
the governor was so impressed that 
in iiis last message he adopted Ben- 
vey's recommendation that all build­ 
ing« and state Institution« be design­ 
ed and their constru lion supervise i 
by the state engineer. The change 
was made by the following legisla­ 
ture? and hundreds of thousands <>t 
dollars were saved by cutting 
out 
graft and extravagance by the local 
boards of trustees in awarding con­ 
tracts for new buildings. 


Then came the Johnson administra 
Hon and Seavey was ready with his 
board of control. 


It provided that three men should 
devote all their time to «pending tin 
people'« $ 1 2,U0P,toot. Every contract 
awarded by one of the boards of tnis 
tees that govern t e various state in­ 
stitutions was not to become a legal 
contract until tin board had passed 
on it. W ith the • ■•»mract

then approve or re ject, and if nice-* 
sary it could go b< hind the1 action of
